Okmulgee, Okla.. Juno 27.—Okmul- 


gee county declared -Jjy Gov. J. B. 
Walton to be in a stale of lawless- 
ness and disorder amounting to in- 
surrection against civil jaw, was un- 
der the rule of military law of Okla- 
homa. And with the coming of the 
military rule a great part of the pop- 
ulation still bewildered by~ the gov- 
ernment's move were looking about 
for "the condition of lawlessness and 
terror," described by the executive's 
proclamation of military law. 


Guard units amounting to about 


200 and machine gunners were to ar- 
rive by morning1. 


"Local officers of the law either 


can not or will not suppress the 
breech," the Governor declared in his 
proclamation which was signed by 
three Okmulgee county citizens"detail' 
ing alleged ubuac's 01 power "by the

"North Dakota this year will mine 


and sell 3,000,000 tons of lignite coal 
and m 1933 North Dakota should be 
mining for its own use and foe ex-

Moreover it is the sentiment 
of 


each member of the commission as 
expressed Tuesday evening and at a 
special meeting this mornnig to make 
the plant a city owned affair dov.it 
to the last unit. Mayor Lenhart de- 
clared that sentiment was for this 
and that the people were going to 
get what they voted for — a city own- 
ed plant, equipped to give a maxi- 
mum of service to all the people. 
E. A. Hughes, president of 
the 
Hughes Electric company appt->ari.d 
before the commission and offered 
a special rate of two-and-one-half 
cents a kilowatt for electricity to 
drive the pumps. He declared that 
he would put up a bond to this ef- 
fect and that if any reputable en- 
gineer would come before the com- 
mission and tell- them that a Diesel 
oil burning engine could put power 
on the bdard any cheaper than that 
that he would give the city plant 
juiee free for five years.

Sentiment on thc commission and cit- 
izens committee is almost unanimous 
for the city to do its own pumping 
and cut free from any private utility.

President Manville H. Sprague of

"I believe that we cannot afford 


to pussyfoot or duck the question, 
but we must meet it squarely and 
determine for ourselves whether or 
not we desire to continue under our 
present method of banking or wheth- 
er we desire the 
evolution which, 


branch banking will bring to this 
country," said President Sprague.

tem while beneficial in many of its 
aspects, hm been the forerunner of 
Branch Banking and there can be 
no question in my mind but 
what

Okmulgee, Okla., June 27.—Okmul­ 
gee county declared by Gov. J. B. 
Waltuii to be in a state of lawless­ 
ness and disorder amounting to in­ 
surrection against civil law, was un­ 
der the rule of military law of Okla­ 
homa. 
And with the coming of the 
military rule a great part of the pop­ 
ulation still bewildered by^ the gov­ 
ernm ent’s move were looking about 
for “the condition of lawlessness and 
tprror,” described by the executive’s 
proclamation of militjjry law. 
Guard units amounting to about 
200 and machine gunners were to a r­ 
rive by morning.

breech,” the Governor declared in his 
proclamation which was signed by 
three Okmulgee county citizens detail­ 
ing alleged abuses of power by the

He pointed out 
that Minnesota and the Dakotas have 
more acres, by 20,000 square miles, 
than the French Republic, and if 
these three states were isolated from 
the rest of the Union would be al­ 
most self supporting and self-aua- 
tuining. 
Grivat Potentialities. 
“It is nbt my intention,” the Major 
said, “to go into all the resources of 
North Dakota. 
1 want to bring to 
your attention, however, that what 
I regard as a greatest potential asset 
of North Dakota and the northwest 
is the vast deposit of lignite eoal. 
We 
have in North Dakota alone 608,000,­ 
000,000 tons of high grade lignite. In 
order that you may realize the wealth 
on which we are littcrally sleeping, 
let me call your attention to what ' 
other nations, whom we consider rich I 
in coal, 
possess. 
England, known 
throughout the world as one of the 
greatest 
coal 
producers, estimates 
her supply at 209,000,000,000, Ger­ 
many’s resources are supposed to be 
407.000.000.090, and France’s total is 
19.000.000.000. 
Therefore, the three 
greatest coal producers of Europe, 
combined, have less coal than Nortli i 
and South Dakota alone a n d ' barely 
more than the state of North Da­ 
kota. 
“It is only a few months ago that 
one of the organizations represent­ 
ing eastern coal,- published a state 
mcnt th at the Northwest was depend- 
I 
ent on anthracite and 
bituminous j 
coal, as no fuel of any value exists 
in 
Minnesota 
and 
the 
Dakotas. ' 
W hether this statem ent was made 
through malice, I do not know, but 
whatever the case, the person mal: 
ing the statem ent was densely igmir 
ant of the territory in which they 
were doing ousiness.”

What does you most good on a vacation is the 
“change,” rather than the air or rest or recreation.
